I have gatheped perhaps the world’s largest 
library of books written by persons who have 
been ill an dhave written up their experience 
These fine people have done most to show us 
doctors how a person feels and suffers when 
he hds lost his mind, or fal 
len in a fit, or lost his sight 
or his hearing or the use of 
his legs. 

One of the latest of these 
fine: books to come to my 
desk called “A Ray of 
Darkness” (Roy, New York) 
and was written by Mrs 
Marigiad Evans, a British 
writer of ability Every 
person who suffers from 
epilepsy and every parent 
of an epileptic child could gain great insight 
into the nature of the disease by reading this 
book. ‘ 

One night when she was about 41, Mrs 
Evans was staggered on finding herself lying 
on the floor of her cottage, wedged in where 
she had fallen between a fender and a little 
table. GraduaHy her brain cleared, she 
realized that she had had a fit. She tells so 
clearly of the troublous thought that 
to her in the hours and days and months that 
followed. There were all the usual questior 
Why had this come to her? knew of 
no epilepsy or mental disease in her family. 
She went to see a consultant who, as is_now 
the custom, told her that her disease was not 
hereditary, but due, probably, to a fall off her 
pony when she was a girl 

As so commonly today, if the pro 
fessor had only taken an adequate history 
would have seen how wrong his diagnosis was 
If he has since read Mrs, Evans’ book 
must -now know that she was an epilet 
practically from birth, with many odd ways of

Very important is her statement that in 
her first 40 years she had never thought of 
complaining to a physician of her weird men 
tal experiences: she just thought everyone 
must have them. Today she feels sure that 
they: were the minor mental disturbances of 
epilepsy. nf " 

In her short spells of petit mal she ‘could 
walk about, but she had no memory of ‘what 
she had done. “I saw and heard and moved 
while it happened. I left myself on one side 
of a room and came to myself on the other.” 
“I went on with whatever I was doing, guided 
by the consciousness left over, rather than by 
the consciousness of the moment.” What a 
remarkable statement that is! 

Evidently from her story, Mrs. Evans must 
have had a tendency to alternate between her 
mild manias, and her mild depressions. In 
the depressions she would feel “harmony and 
peace.” 

The big point that impressed me as I read 
this book was that most of us humans have 
many minor nervous abnormalities which we 
never talk about, and which, henge, remain un- 
known even to our closest relatives and 
friends. These people may look on us as per- 
fectly normal, when really we have many 
little mental quirks which we inherited from 
some mentally disturbed ancestor 

I have written this column to help explain 
to thousands of puzzled people how it can hap 
pen that they, who seem sane and were born 
of apparently sane paren**and grandparents 
can have an insane or a feeble-minded or an 
epileptic child. Sometimes, in such cases, when 
I get hold of the old family doctor he will say 
“True: no one in that family ever had 
locked up; they all earned a living and were 
respected members of the community; but I, 
who have known them since childhood, know 
that many suffered all their days from a small 
cose of a family tendency to mental disease. 
I know how hard some of them had to fight to 
onto their sanity Some were o nso 
depressed they would gladly have ended their 
terrible mental suffering with suicide.” 

J this week I was looking over my old 
records of some 30°-members in four genera- 
tions of a certain family. Only one 
for-six-months, locked up as insane,-but-some
